American Legion Notes 


More than 170,000 women, members 
of 3400 units, will be represented at the 
first national convention of the Women’s 
Auxiliary of the American Legion to be 
held at Kansas City simultaneously with 
the third national convention of the 
Legion October: 31 to November 2. 
The Auxiliary has completed depart- 
mental organizations in more than ‘thirty 
states. At the coming convention it will 
select a national headquarters and per- 
haps a new name. 


George Boehmer, overseas veteran of 
Springfield, Ill., waited two years for 
the war risk bureau to adjust his claim 
for compensation. The award came 
eight hours after the veteran had suc- 
cumbed to tuberculosis. William G. 
McCauley, department commander of 
the American Legion, who had been 
assisting Boehmer with his compensa- 
tion claim, wired to Washington as fol- 
lows: “Boehmer received his reward 
this morning. Case now in hands of his 
Maker.” 


More than one-eighth of the popula- 
tion of Radcliffe, Ia., are enrolled in 
the American Legion. The town has 106 
ex-service men out of a population of 800 
and every one of them is a member of 
the local Legion post. 


Every post of the American Legion in 
Illinois will donate a five-year-old tree 
to be planted on the grounds of the new 
Speedway Hospital at Chicago which 
will be dedicated by the American Le- 
gion Armistice day. 

Joyce Lewis, member of the American 
Legion at Long Prairie, Minn., was 
among the mourners at the funeral of 
his buddy Corporal Robert Burns Hess 
at St. Paul, Minn., last week. Lewis 
owes his life to the dead soldier. The 
latter had dragged him wounded out of a 
shell hole and was later killed in action. 
Lewis recovered and returned to the 
United States. He lost all trace of his 
rescuer until he read in a newspaper 
that the Hess body would be brought 
from France for reburial. 

Altitude trials, parachute drops and a 
spectacular aerial derby, participated in 
by Eddie Rickenbacher, William Fur- 
low, Edgar Tobin and other famous 
aviators, will be included in a flying cir- 
cus to be held during the third annual 
convention of the American Legion at 
Kansas City October 31 to November 2.

‘Two 
hundred and fifty members of the Am- 
erican Legion who have been invited to 
tour France as guests of the French 
government will participate in the cere- 
monies. John G. Emery, national com- 
mander of the Legion will be one of the 
speakers. 

Because he believes married men make 
better citizens, Rev. John W.. Inzer, 
national chaplain of the American Le- 
gion, has announced that he will per- 
form without cost marriage ceremonies 
for members of the Legion attending the 
national convention of the organization 
at Kansas City this fall. The conven- 
tion committee believes the chaplain’s 
inducement will result in so many mar- 
riages during the convention that it has 
appointed a special newlyweds commit- 
tee to look after the comforts of bridal 
parties. 

An expressed desire to be buried with 
her son, who lost his life overseas, was 
realized by Mrs. John Johansen, Sr., of 
Davenport, Ia., who died a few minutes 
before the train bearing her son’s body 
reached Davenport. Mrs. Johansen had 
been ill ever since the shock caused by 
news of her son's death. It was a strange

He has assumed 
his duties at» national headquarters, 
Indianapolis. He was formerly a bank 
examiner in Montana. The headquar- 
ters staff of the Legion now has repre- 
sentatives from thirty-four states. 

Roy Albert of St. Louis, Mo., said to 
have been the smallest man who served 
with the American Army overseas, was 
killed by a train at Casper, Wyo. He 
weighed ninety-three pounds. The 
American Legion took charge of the 
body and arranged funeral plans. 

Clifford A. Laflin, winner of a Croix 
de Guerre, who survived several major 
engagements in France as a first lieu- 
tenant of the 17th Field Artillery, died 
recently in St. Paul, Minn., hospital 
from a pin scratch. The funeral was 
conducted by the American Legion. 

“The American Legion is one of the 
bulwarks of the world,” said Marshal 
Foch in a recent interview with an 
American newspaper correspondence. 
Referring to the Peris post of the Legion, 
the marshal said it was ‘‘the American 
heart of France.” 

“The greater portion of solid, right- 
thinking, right-living young Americans 
got into service during the war, only 
the dregs were left in civil life,” declared 
Chief of Police Pendegast, of Los An- 
geles, Cal., to officials of the American 
Legion. The police chief said that he 
had never yet found a criminal who 
could show a good service record. 

Formal demand has been made to 
Mayor Thompson of Chicago by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt Post of the American 
Legion for an investigation of the con- 
duct of city officials who served on a 
reception committee to welcome Jack 
Johnson, the negro pugilist, back to 
Chicago from the Federal penitentiary 
at Fort Leavenworth. 


The Booth Statue has Disappeared 


Lost, strayed or stolen: the monu- 
ment erected by Pink Parker at Troy, 
Ala., to John Wilkes Booth, because ‘the 
killed old Abe Lincoln.”” The memorial 
to Lincoln’s assassins, which, stood four 
feet high, including the base, until it 
fell over within Parker’s own dooryard, 
has mysteriously disappeared, and will 
probably never be seen again. Whether 
it has been buried in the ground, sunk 
in a stream, or pounded into fragments, 
is not revealed. Suflice it to say that the 
Mayor of Troy, who received five hund- 
red letters about the monument fol- 
lowing the printing of a story about it 
in The National Republican, and the 
printing of a demand in the Troy Mes- 
senger that it be “removed or des- 
troyed,” reports Lhat it has been, in some 
way he is unable to describe, eliminated. 
Mayor Folmar further states, in a letter 
to Mrs. Cal. D. Brooks, president of the 
Woman’s Republican League of Ala- 
bama, Birmingham, that the people of 
Troy are ashamed that the monument 
was ever erected or permitted to stand. 

The monument of Booth stood in 
Parker's yard for some years. Two or 
three years ago it fell over and has since 
lain upon the ground. It has now dis- 
appeared from view forever, with a 
complete disavowal of responsibility or 
sympathy with it by the people of Troy. 
Parker, the man who erected the monu- 
ment, is still living, but is no longer a 
resident of the city. 

Vhe following dispatch from Troy to 
the Montgomery Advertiser recently 
appeared: 

“Troy is now rejoicing over the re- 
moval of the little monument, which has 
brought so much unpleasant notoriety 
lo this section, the one erected by Mr. 
J. Pink Parker, on his own private pro- 
perty by his own private funds to the 
memory of J. Wilkes Booth, This stone 
was about three feet high and was in 
one corner of his yard. It has now been 
entirely removed so that no trace of it 
can be found. 

“Mr. Parker fought in the war be- 
tween the states, and afterwards refused 
to take the oath of allegiance, being 
perhaps the bitterest rebel in this sec-

The successful growing of the squash 
crop is now as serious a problem as the 
growing of cucumbers out of doors. At 
present more inquiries are received con- 
cerning squash than those of any other 
crop. The borer which attacks the stem 
must be located and destroyed by the 
knife point. MHilling of the vines at 
several joints may save the plant. The 
black squash bugs may be trapped under 
board traps. They should be turned 
each morning and the insects destroyed. 

The striped cucumber beetle which is 
destructive to squash and cucumber 
vines alike can be best destroyed by 
dusting the vines with lime in dust form, 
to repel the insect, or arsenate of lead in 
dust form to kill the insect. Many fields 
are nearly or entirely lost on account of 
wet land.

Asparagus should be sprayed with 
arsenate of lead to control the asparagus 
beetle. Two varieties are controlled by 
this method. 

The present is the proper time to pre- 
pare land and plant alfalfa. Remember 
that an abundance of lime is necessary 
with this crop. 

Delay the molting of your hens by 
increasing their mash consumption. 
Six pounds of scratch grain a day fed to 
100 hens will retard the molt. 

Look over currant and gooseberry 
bushes for white pine blister rust. All 
infected bushes should be removed and 
burned. The appearance of small or- 
ange-colored blotches on the leaves in- 
dicates the presence of this disease. 

Spray with lime-sulphur to prevent 
further spread of apple scab. Apple 
scab is on the increase due to recent 
heavy rains and sultry weather. 

Divide and replant rhubarb clumps 
this month to insure a good vigorous 
crop for next spring.

Several streets in) Andover have 
reached the condition where the town 
runs the risk of being held hable for 
damages unless something is done pretty 
soon. Three of the most notable ex- 
amples of this kind are Phillips Street, 
Summer Street and Pearson Street. 

It is understood that the public 
works department contemplates taking 
care of these streets this season, if there 
is money enough to do the job. Unfor- 
tunately that is a tremendous ‘‘if,”’ and 
a more serious ‘if’ in Andover than in 
many towns in the Commonwealth, for 
few towns in the Commonwealth at the 
present time are paying wages on a 
seale maintained in Andover for high- 
way work. However, this is the fixed 
situation, and if it were the only diffi- 
culty it might be possible to relieve it;

whether there would be funds enough 
available to do these three streets this 
year, even though it is understood they

we come to realize more acutely the ser- 
ious menace involved in operating motor 
vehicles. ; 

It is probable that there are few dri- 
vers on the highways more careful and 
more skillful in motor vehicle operation 
than these two gentlemen. Tt is doubt- 
ful also whether there are many men in 
active affairs more keenly alert: under 
all conditions than these two men, vet 
they have had the most serious results 
that can come to one driving a motor 
vehicle, and the penalties they must 
suffer, plus the shock involved in the ex- 
periences they have had, serve to strik- 
ingly emphasize some of the problems 
incident to the new mode of transpor- 
tation by which the public is now served, 

All sorts of rules and regulations based 
upon carefully considered laws will fail, 
no matter to what extent they may be 
carried, to entirely control the human 
element that is involved. [tis a human 
element with much freer play than any 
common form of transportation we have 
ever previously known. The free agent 
on the highway involved in the horse- 
drawn vehicle had the uncertainty of 
the action of the horse, but never was 
this uncertainty at all threatening in 
with the uncertainty in- 
volved in what is supposed to be the 
complete mastery of the automobile 
through the human touch. It is prob- 
able that two-thirds of the people on the 
highways have little, if any, mechanical 
sense, and of the balance undoubtedly 
half of them destroy the value of that 
possession by careless use of the skill 
which they do possess. The power of 
the automobile in the hands of the fel- 
low who has a careless attitude control- 
ling his actions is tremendous, and ter- 
ribly quick; hardly a second is neces- 
sary for a swerve, and a throw—and a 
death. Many who have the ability and 
skill become thoughtless and a bit heed-

Letter from China

Dear Folks: 

Measuring by the number of days, 
our journey from Shanghai is a little 
more than half over. We are having our 
second Wednesday today and the Cap- 
tain says we shall arrive in Vancouver-on 
the 10th. We have been at sea twelve 
days, and while it hesn’t been. very 
rough, the weather has been unpleasant, 
fog, rain, and mist. Our fog horn has 
been busy and we have gone out of our 
course to avoid heavier fogs in the north. 
And cold! Fur overcoats are in evi- 
dence and the children are dressed like 
winter, Only two days have we had 
sunshine; there is no deck-life except 
for the hardy spirits and small boys. 
Billy is having a grand time with deck 
tennis, shuffleboard and ship hockey, 
and is getting a fine sea color. Half the 
children on the ship have colds. There 
wasn’t a week of sunshine in China, the 
last two months, 

These are fine boats, no finer in the 
world. One of our blessings is a most 
commodious cabin, i. e., three berths, 
room for our cot-bed, two washstands, a 
big closet and space for trunk which we 
use for a seat. Two other trunks are 
under the berths, and one inthe hold. 
These, with three suitcases, grip, can- 
vas bag and roll of cot’ and steamer 
rugs, make our total baggage. I’m 
taking summer and winter clothing for 
four of us, some Chinese stuff, and a 
selection of books and playthings. It 
is a great study to pack adequately for 
a fifteen months’ sojourn, The fare on 
the boats is splendid. I’ve not missed a 
meal, though most of them are served 
in my cabin that I may have breakfast 
with baby. We have a “dear” cabin 
boy and warm-hearted stewardess, so 
the Lord has greatly provided for us. 
We had a fine “send-off,” flowers, 
steamer letters, candy and gifts for the 
children, About half the first class 
passengers are missionaries and a more 
tired crowd you never saw. Six or eight 
years in China does use up vitality. 
People sleep and sleep; though I don’t 
sleep, but listen to the jazziest of jazz 
bands right in the lobby of the dining 
Siloon, twice a day, It’s singuler music, 
barbaric and brutal, but sometimes al- 
most beautiful, and stirring always! 
I have a deck chair but have been on 
deck only twice. The stewardess tells 
me there are eighteen seasick folks, but 
I’ve not been really seasick ,though half 
dizzy at tires. It is noticeable that we 
are far north; it is light at 9.00 p.m, 
and daylight at 2.00 am. A Marconi- 
gram is published daily, but makes good 
Americans’ blood boil to have most of the 
items about the prize fight.

How Freight Boosts Prices 


Contradicting the assertions of Junius 
Kruttschnitt, President of the South- 
ern Pacific Railway Company, that the 
present range of-freight rates is not too 
high, a local merchant yesterday gave a 
simple illustration of the way they boost 
prices. 

The merchant in question had bought 
six dozen dolls’ chairs from a concern in 
Maine. The invoice covering the chairs 
called for $24, while the freight charges 
amounted to $5.15, or. roughly 22 per 
cent of the value of the merchandise. 

The chairs wholesale at $4 a dozen‘ 
and before the rise in freight rates they 
could,be retailed at some profit, at 50 
cents each. 

Now, with the higher rates in effect, 
the chairs have to be retailed at 59 cents 
each, with the merchant’s profit even 
smaller than it was before. 

The assertion is also made that the 
present situation militates against the 
business of out-of-town concerns located 
at distant points, in that the high freights 
force the retailer to buy as near home 
as he possibly can.—New York Times.

lions would have died, but now they 
think only ten millions will die. 

Mrs. Edwards, whose husband is 
connected with the Y. M. C. A. has 
opened a work shop, where she has 
taught them to sew, knit, braid rag 
rugs, etc., and has fifty women at work. 
Then she conceived the idea of taking 
some of the women who were begging 
on the streets with children in their 
arms off the street, and trying to teach 
them to sew. 

One of the other girls and I go over 
every Saturday morning and wash them 
and take care of their eyes. Last Sat- 
urday there were so many at the gates, 
with such cunning children, begging to 
be taken in, but there was no room for 
them. They are given one good meal 
each day and a lighter one, besides a 
few coppers, and of course they are 
warm, which is a good deal. 

The little old lady who cooks for 
them, was turned out of her home with 
a granddaughter, because they were 
both useless, and a burden, but she is a 
sweet old thing, and is now earning her 
living and one of the ladies took the 
granddaughter in as an awah for her 
children. 

Tuesday I had a wonderful horse- 
back, and the Morfu took me in to see 
the Temple of the eighteen Hells, an 
old Taoist Temple. In each little room, 
they had statues portraying methods of 
future punishments, for the different 
crimes. In one room, a woman was 
having her tongue pulled out; in another 
they had been turned into different 
animals, and in another they appeared to 
be carrying their own head, slung over 
their arm. The altar that interested me 
most was the altar of little children. A 
couple of idols appeared to have a sort 
of Santa Claus pack slung over their 
shoulders with babies’ heads showing 
through, and there were little statuettes 
around everywhere. While I was stand- 
ing there, a little Chinese lady came in, 
bought a bundle of Joss, which she 
burned, and then got down on her knees 
and kotowed to the idols. With all the 
children there are in China, it does not 
seem as if it could be necessary for any- 
one to be praying for them. Also it is 
one thing to read about, and hear about 
in the Missionary meeting, women 
praying for children to a wooden idol, 
with a wooden pack of children thrown 
over his shoulder, and it is quite another 
thing, to see it with your own eyes. 

April 6, 1921. 

Our week’s vacation from Language 
school, began last Friday, so Saturday 
morning four of us started for the 


had a wonderful time! We reached 
Nankow about ten a.m., a little town 
that looks a good deal like a Middle 
Western railroad centre, rows and rows 
of houses just alike, on a very flat plain, 
with very high mountains in the b .ck- 
ground, but the only disillusionment 
that I was not in the Middle West, was, 
that all of the inhabitants were Chin- 
ese. After engaging our rooms at a 
little Chinese inn, we mounted donkeys, 
and were off to the Ming tombs, a ride 
of ten miles through most interesting 
country. There are ten or twelve 
of these high buildings, a mile between 
each two, and all in a_ semicircle of 
mountains. There are many specimens 
of beautifully carved marble besides 
these high temples so many miles 
from any town of any size. You wonder 
how they ever got the material up there, 
and after the buildings were built, 
how they ever got the Emperors’ 
bodies way up there, with no roads, etc. 
By the time we had ridden the ten 
miles back, we were glad to fall off our 
donkeys and we did not much mind the 
hard beds. 

The next morning we took the train 
up through the mountains to see the 
great Wall. Well, we always ride fourth 
class, out in the open freight car, with 
the coolies and baggage. It is a sort of 
an observation car; and we like the 
fresh air better than being in a closed 
car with coolies. The mountains are 
ver high and rugged, and it is marvelous 
how they ever got the brick, cement, etc. 
up on to the top of these mountains, to 
build these high Walls. All in all we 
had a glorious time, but were very 
tired when we got back Sunday night 
at seven thirty. 

While we were off in that direction, 
some of the other girls went out to the 
Western Hills, for an all-day picnic. 
They came back with thrilling tales of 
the wonderful Chinese hotel they had 
discovered up in the Emperor’s Hunting 
Park, and suggested that those of us 
who were having vacation from Lan- 
guage School would like to go out there 
for a few days. So Tuesday morning 
seven of us got into the truck. with our 
luggage and started for Kang Lu. I 
wonder if you can imagine how the 
Chinese people stare when they see a 
crowd of American women in a truck 
with their luggage going through their 
little narrow streets. We went over to 
one of the most interesting of the Tem- 
ples, Pi Yun Sen, and ate our picnic 
lunch, explored the Temple and sur- 
rounding country. In one room they 
have the statues of five hundred Bud- 
dhas, all covered with gold leaf, in all 
kinds of positions. There is one that is 
the replica of the Siamese twins. 

Then we climbed up to this Chinese 
hotel, which is very much up to date for 
the Chinese, but rather lacking in lux- 
uries, that foreigners consider necessi- 
ties. But we found it a delightful place 
to camp out. They have a French cook 
and serve most excellent food. The 
rooms all open out to the lovely sunny 
court yards, that are surrounded by 
evergreen trees. We divided our time 
between reading in steamer chairs in 
the courtyard, and climbing the moun- 


saw and Was surprised to find how much 
they resembled some of our birds.. There 
was one that was much like our blue 
jay, but much more gentle in his tone 
of voice. A flicker about the size of 
ours, but most all olive green, chicka- 
dees that were .very similar, but I 
think the Magpie m ust take the place 
of the red-winged blackbird, and one is 
safe in saying thet we saw quantities of 
warblers, of most unusual color com- 
binations. 

We had considerable fun over bed- 
room arrangements. The beds are what 
we call Chinese foreign. Instead of hav- 
ing springs, they were cane like the seat 
of a chair, then with only a couple of 
puffs on it for mattresses; they were 
rather hard. The first night we did not 
sleep too much, but after climbing 
hills and riding donkeys, we slept like 
bricks. We wondered in what other 
country we would go to bed with our 
door standing wide open. 

The last night we were there, we did 
not put our shoes out to be shined, but 
left them under the bed. In the morn- 
ing, they were nicely polished, but Vir- 
ginia had left her stocking in her shoes, 
and they were missing. After recon- 
noitesing, we found them hanging on the 
line, nicely washed out, Do you sup- 
pose the New York hotels would insti- 
t ite that practice, if we spoke to them 
about it. We got home Friday night, to 
find Mr. Porter and ten other guests— 
arrived for a dinner party, and Mr. 
Porter was going to talk to us about the 
political conditions in China. It really 
is very interesting trying to get the dif- 
ferent factions straightened out, and 
everyone expects this to be a very in- 
tere iting summer. There is a rumor 
that a General in the North is going to 
reestablish the Monarchy. Pe-haps by 
the time you get this letter it will have 
been accomplished in all of the Ameri- 
can papers. It seems that when the 
Monarchy was overthrown before, the 
other Powers did not acknowledge the 
Radicals, but Yuan Shuh Kai, a gen- 
eral who had stood high with the old 
Empress. Mr. Porter thought that had 
the other party been acknowledged at 
that time, China would be in a less 
chaotic state at the present time. He 
said that it-was only a little over a 
hundred years since United States and 
France were striving to have the other 
countries acknowledge their Democratic 
form of government, but when other 
nations, notably China and Russia, were 
struggling to do the same thing, these 
countries, he should think, would be 
quite ready to assist them, instead of 
making it as hard as possible for them. 

April 13, 1921. 

This afternoon we are having a most 
terrific dust storm. I never imagined 
anything could be like it. The atmos- 
phere is a vivid yellow and at two o'clock 
p.m. it is impossible to see in the house.

Lord -Balti- 
more had 
been interested in the London 
company which was financially 
responsible for the settlement of 
Virginia. He became so enthu- 
siastic over the possibilities in 
‘the new colonies that he desired 
to found a colony himself. After 
exploring the country just north 
of the Potomac he persuaded 
King Charles I to grant him 
this territory. In honor of the 
queen, Henrietta Maria, this new 
colony was called Maryland. 

The payment for this grant 
was specified as two Indian ar- 
rows a year, together with a 
fifth part of all precious metals 
which might be mined. As the 
colony produced no gold or sil- 
ver the cost of Maryland 
amounted to only the two ar- 
rows each year, and Lord Balti- 
more became to all intents and 
purposes an independent sover- 
eign. As a matter of fact the 
charter was not issued until just 
after the death of Lord Balti- 
more, but as the deed was hered- 
itary it descended to the second 
Lord Baltimore, under whom the 
first settlement was made at St. 
Mary’s in 1634. This hereditary 
monarchy continued in force un- 
til, under the sixth Lord Balti- 
more, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence in 1776 brought it to 
an end. 

In 1788 Maryland adopted the 
Constitution and took its place 
as the seventh state in the 
Union. Its area totals 12,327 
square miles, and it is thickly 
populated, so that Maryland is 
entitled to eight presidential 
electors.

6 in 1663 to eight gentlemen as a 
H reward for their efforts in his 
, behalf. The name Carolina 
¢ comes from the Latin, Carolus, 
‘ meaning Charles. It was not 
¢ really named after Charles II, 
{ but originally in honor of Charles 
¢ IX, king of France, by Hugue- 
4 nots who built a fort near Beau- 
‘ fort in 1562. 

’ The fact that the Carolinas 
‘ became later two distinct colo- 
¢ nies was due to chance. It hap- 
¢ pened that the earliest settle- 
¢ ments located at points far re- 
y moved from each other. The 
¢ first permanent settlements tn 
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South Carolina were about 
Charleston, while those in North 
Carolina were around Albemarle 
sound, The life in the two sec- 
tions also was quite different: 
South Carolina was largely de- 
voted to the cultivation of rice 
and indigo and the planters soon 
grew very rich with their large 
estates on which the labor was 
performed by slaves. In fact, 
just before the Revolution the 
population showed twice as many 
blacks as whites. 

In 1729 the government of the 
Carolinas was turned back by 
the lord proprietors to the king 
and. there was then formed the 
two separate provinces. 

South Carolina was the eighth 
state to adopt the Constitution, 
the vote of ratification being 
passed in May, 1788. The Pal- 
metto state, as South Carolina 
is sometimes called, extends over 
80,989 square miles, and it par- 
ticipates in the presidential elec- 
tion to the extent of nine elec- 
tors.
